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13. The method of claim 1, wherein an increase or decrease in the concentration of 
phospholipid relative to normal subjects indicates the presence of the disease condition. 

14. The method of claim 1, wherein the disease condition is gynecological cancer or 
ovarian cancer. 

15. The method of claim 1 , wherein the disease condition is a blood disorder 
associated with alteration in the level of phospholipid. 
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
